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Ijtima’ held at Sui on Thursday, and then returned to Dayrah

(Fath-ul-Ban li ibn-e- Hajr, vol. 7, 
pp. 239-240, Taht-al-HadTs 3949) In some Madam Qafilah there were 
3,000 participants whilst there were 10,000 in some and 1,000 in 
others. Some consisted of 500 participants whilst others comprised 
313, 30, 15, 10 and some just 8. Some ‘Madam Qafilah’ travelled 
for 28 days whilst some travelled for 15 days. Those Madam 
Qafilah were not greeted with flowers or calls of welcome. They 
were greeted with blood thirsty swords! Those who travelled 
with these Qafilah not only sacrificed their time and wealth, 
but they also did not hesitate to sacrifice even their lives. Allah-u-

Eleven Madani Pearls of Salam 

1 . It is Sunnah to say Salam to a Muslim while meeting him. 

2. The summary of a clause quoted in Maktaba-tul-Madina’s 
published book Bahar-e-Shariat (volume 16, page 102) is 
as follows: When you are about to say Salam, the following 
intention should be present in your heart: ‘The assets and 
honour of the one to whom I am going to say Salam are 
under my safeguard and I consider it Haram to harm any 
of these things.’ 

3. Even if one meets other Muslims many times or he enters 
and leaves a room again and again, it is an act of Sawab to 
say Salam each time to the Muslims he meets. 
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4. It is Sunnah to be the first in saying Salam. 

5. The person who is first to say Salam is closer to Allah Js-sK 

6. The person who says Salam first is free from pride. The 

Beloved of Allah said: “The person who says 

Salam first is free from pride.” (Shu’ab-ul-Iman, vol. 6, pp. 433) 

7. The person who says Salam (first) receives 90 mercies and the 
one who replies receives 10. (KmTya-e-Sa’adat) 

8. One receives the Sawab of 10 good deeds for saying 

flDl, 20 good deeds if Al &-jj is added, 30 if is 
also added. Some people add ptlih dli and f'jil but 
this is incorrect. Some people add other words according to 
their whims, regarding which, Imam of Ahl-us-Sunnah, 
Mujaddid of the Ummah, Reviver of Sunnah, Destroyer of 
Bid’ ah, Scholar of Sacred Law, Guide of Spirituality, Fountain 
of ‘Allamah Maulana Al-Haj Al-Hafiz Al-Qari Ash-Shah 
Imam Ahmad Raza Khan writes in his Classical 

Book of Islamic Jurisprudence, Fatawa-e-Razaviyyah 
(volume 22, page 409): One should at least say the words 
( ^f= 41 L fSOi; it is better to add LAj and it would be best 
to add but nothing more is required. 

The one replying must say at least the same words; however, 
it is better to add the aforementioned words. For example, if 
one is greeted with then he should reply with 
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■till &jj fSfiJI ^=4 itj. If he is greeted with 4i' f^=4^ f Still, 

then he should reply -il i£jj fSlill If one is 

greeted with ^>333 -till ^=41£ f Still, then he should reply 
with the same words without any addition. 

9. The one replying can receive 30 good deeds as well by saying 

-ail tf-jj ^=4^3 in return. 

10. It is Wajib [obligatory] to reply with Salam immediately in a 
voice audible to the one who greeted you with Salam. 

Learn the correct pronunciation of Salam. First, I will say 
it then you repeat what I say (^-jp-f-Sli-^l) ^i=4Ji- fSlii, 
now I will say the reply and you repeat it, f Still ^4=4^3 
(j-sL-JLi-it L£_ 3 ). These days, most of the people mispronounce 
the reply to Salam. Someone says, fStill ’^=d Lj someone says, 
someone says, fSliJl ^=4^3 Listen to the reply carefully. 

Mill ^=41^3 To learn various Sunnahs, buy 
and read the book Sunnatayn aur Adab comprising 120 
pages, published by Maktaba-tul-Madlnah. One of the best 
ways to learn Sunnahs is to travel with the Madam Qafilah 
of Dawat-e-Islami with the Devotees of the Beloved Prophet.
